WASHINGTON,

Certainly never be- 
fore has there been at the white. house re- 
ception such a large and distinguished repre- 
septation from other nations of the world. 
This was due tothe presence, in addition to 
the regular diplomatic and consular officers of 
other countries, of delegates to the inter- 
national Maritime congress, and delegates 
to the pan-American conference... The pres- 
‘ence of these distinguished foreigners was

and splendor. The ful 1Marine band, in gay 
uniforms of red and blue, was stationed in the 
vestibule just inside the main entrance, and 
with but few intermissions played lively and 
inspiring music from the time the president 
took his stand atthe head of the receiving 
line in the blue parlor until the last of the 
callers had taken his departare, a period of a 
little over three hours. ; 

The interior decorations; while not elabor- 
ate, were very effective, consisting of a liberal 
distribution of tropical and flowering plants in 
all places where they could be displayed to 
advantage. The general effect was also 
heightened by the brilliant illumination of all 
the parlors, the bright gas light being re- 
flected from myriads of iridescent crystals and 
numerous French plate glass mirrors. Tall 
India rubber plants, mingled with delicate 
ferns and ivy, lined the main corridor and 
filled every alcove. In the east room, opposite 
the corridor, was a huge bank of tropical 
plants, tastefully arranged, reaching nearly to 
the ceiling, and the many broad mantels of 
the east room were ornamented with 
choice plants in gilded pots. The red 
and green parlors also contained a profusion of 
plants and flowers, but the blue parlor, where 
the reception was actually held, gave indica- 
tion of having received the greatest share of 
attention from the decorators. In this room, in 
addition toa liberal display of rare plants, 
ferns and smilax, there was a profusion of cut 
flowers, including roses, poinseltas, tulips, 
came!ias, hyacinths, azaleas, carnations, ja- 

onicas aud begonias. These were banked in 

right designs upon the mantels, and served 
to form a huge bouquet on the central divan.

Indeed its callers became so numerous and 
followed cach other so closely that the presi- 
dent was compelled to restrict his welcome to 
a single shake of the hand and a simple “glad 
to see you.’ Those received in this manner 
included officers of the Smithsonian institution, 
civil service commissioners, interstate com- 
merce commissioners, assistant secretaries and 
chief officers of the various departments, and 
the faculty of the Columbian institution 
for the deaf and dumb. The next 
section of callers was headed bya few sur- 
vivors of the war of 1846, closely followed by a 
large representation of grand army men and a 
small body of gray-haired, venerable looking 
men Known as the Oldest Inhabitants of the 
District of Columbia. 

THE RECEPTION OF THE PUBLIC 
generally was nextin order, and the gates to 
the grounds, which had been closed up to this 
time except to a privileged few, were thrown 
open, and the crowd thronged rapidly into the 
mansion. The attendance was naturally 
smaller than usual on account of the inclement 
weatlier, but thousands of people braved the 
rain aud kept their places in line, which 
moved slowly intothe mansion, the interior of 
which was more cheerful and brighter by the

One of the famous bankers of New York, Wall 
street manipulators and all-round financiers of the 
metropolis, whose name at one time or another has 
been in every paper in the United States. He isthe 
guest of Mr. William M. Duncan, vice-president of 
the Tennessee Coa], Iron and Railroad company.

TENNESSEE’S EMANCIPATION 


Of the Slaves Who Happened to Live Within 
Her Borders. 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., January 1.—[Special.]— 
Today’s celebration of the emancipation of the 
slaves by the colored people brings to mind the fact 
thatthe negroes in Tennessee were not emanci- 
pated by Mr. Lincoln, and were not included in his 
proclamation of January 1, 1863, which is to be 
celebrated. gas a 

In his proclamation freetng the slaves, -~ ““‘ent 
Lincoln excepted the slaves in the sta'e of Tennes- 
see, and included only the slaves in the states of 
Arkansas, Texas, Louisiana, with a few parishes 
excepted, Mississippi, Alabama, Florida, Georgia, 


North and South Carolina and Virginia. The slaves . 


in Tennessee were not freed by Mr. Lincoln on 
January 1, 1863, or at any other 
time. They were emancipated by the state of Tenn- 
essee in 1865, and before the adoption of the thir- 
teenth amendment to the constitution of the United 
States. The negroes were enfranchised by the state 
of Tennessee before the adoption of the fifteenth 
amendment to the constitution. 

Thus, it will be seer, that emancipation and ne- 

ro suffrage in Tennessee were granted by the state. 
Sir. Lincoln, in his proclamation, not only did not 
free the negroes in Tennessee, but by excepting 


them, kept them longer in slavery.

VIRGINIA’S GOVERNOR 


GENERAL FITZHUGH LEE STEPS 
DOWN AND OUT 


AND GOVERNOR M’KINNEY STEPS IN 


Another Figure ih the Leng Line of Worthy 
Executives of the Old Domiuion— 
Some Personal Sketches of Him. 


Ricumonp, Va., January 1.—[Special.]— 
Governor Philip Watkins McKinney was in- 
augurated at the Virginia capital today. This 
marks a change from one democratic adminis- 
tration toanother. While it is thought that 
Governor Fitzhugh Lee has made some mis- 
takes during the four years he has beén in 
office, he has made himself beloved by the 
people, and his rule is pronounced by the Dis- 
patch a golden one. 

The advent of Governor McKinney is a nota- 
ble one. He has recovered much of the flesh 
and treshness he lost in the campaign, and he 
goes into office a fine ‘specimen of Virginia 
manhood. 

The inaugural was a great one in the house 
of delegates. If the governor had had his 
way he would have been sworn in in his own 
county of Prince Edward by the judge of the 
superior court, according tothe ancient custom 
of the commonwealth, but defering to the 
wishes of the general assembly he was inaugu- 
rated in its presence. 

GOVERNOR M’KINNEY’S LIFE 
has been an active one, and his career an all- 
around satisfactory one from early manhood. 

The Farmville correspondent of the Dispatch 
gives this interesting information about the 
governor and his wife: 

“Captain McKinney was born and reared at 
New Store, in Buckingham county, was edu- 
cated at Hampden Sydney college, and re- 
ceived training for the law at Washington 
college, under the guidance of Judge Brock- 
enborough. Before he was twenty-two years 
of age he was sent to the legislature 
from his native county. He entered the 
confederate army as captain of caval- 
ry, and, until incapacitated by a bullet wound, 
served his country with distinction. His life 
has been one of rare beauty in its moral and 
temperate tone, andis complete. In all his 
life Captain McKinney has never profanely 
sworn an oath, taken a chew of tobacco, or 
smoked, and he is exceedingly temperate in 
the use of liquors. 

Captain McKinney has been twice married. 
Hi*@tirst wife was a Miss Christian, who at her 
death left a son, who is now a member of the 
United States geological survey, with winter 
quarters at Washington, D.C. He bears his 
mother’s maiden name, R. Christian, and is as 
handsome as his father. In 1884 Captain Mc- 
Kinney married his present wife, who on her 
father’s side is of Scotch-Irish blood—a de- 
scendant of the Rockbridge Lyles. One of her 
paternal grandparents was a McDowell and 
another an Alexander. Her father, Dr. James 
Lyle, was for many years one of the most 
prominent physicians in this 86C- 
tion of the country. Farmville was 
his home, and here Mrs. Mc- 
Kinney was born. Her mother was a Morton 
of the old Prince Edward family of that name. 
Her only brother, Mr. James A. Lyle, practices 
law in Hartford connty, Maryland. Mrs. Mc- 
Kinney is a member of the Presbyterian 
church. Mrs. McKinney is a petite lady whose 
charm of manner is equaled only by her good- 
ness of heart. 
and combining with great strength of char- 
acter all the virtues and graces of the Christian 
faith. She wins the admiration and affection 
of all who Know her and her popularity is only 
limited §by her acquaintance. Her -gracious 
ease of manner and rare personal magnetism 
eminently fit her for the high social position 
she has been called to fill.’’

WHO WILL IT BE 


That Will Step Into 
Shoes? 

CoiumbBvs, O., January 1.—The Ohio legis- 
jature will convene next Monday. The body 
is democratic in both branches. A caucus to 
name candidates for organization will be held 
this week. One of the most important duties 
of the legislature will be the selection ofa 
United States senator tosucceed Henry Payne. 
The leading candidates are Calvin S. Brice, of 
Lima; John H. Thomas, of Springfield, and 
John A. McMahon, of Dayton. Among others 
whose name have been mentioned, are L. F. 
Hunt, C. W. Baker, James E. Neal, L. L. 
Neal, George T. Seney, John Warwick, John 
W. Bookwalter, J. H. Outhwaite, L. F. Pow 
ell, and others whose names are recognized as 
being up for complimentary purposes. A 
chance of being in line should the caucus_be 
unable to agree upon either of the leading can- 
didates. Thomas, with a good force of 
workers, has been here for a couple of days, to 
meet members-elect who are coming in. 

WORKING AMONG THE MEMBERS. 

Only asmall per cent of the members have 
arrived, but they are coming on every train. 
The managers for Brice have been here for 
several days, looking after his interests, and 
they profess the confidence and belief that 
they will be able to nominate on the second 
ballot after the respective members have com- 
plimented their local candidates, so far as 
they have any. Mr. Brice, it is reported, will 
arrive tonight or tomorrow, and take personal 
charge of his canvass. Forty votes will be 
required in the caucus to nominate. The 
Thomas managers claim they will show a 
strength of thirty on the first bal- 
lot, and will gain steadily till 
their man is nominated. They give no de- 
tail figures for these claims, and the Brice 
managers consider them ridiculous. McMa- 
hon has not ordered headquarters, but is ex- 
pected here tomorrow. The objections so far 
urged against Brice are that he is not a resi- 
dent of Ohio and isa millionaire. The non- 
resident objection has been answered by the 
afiidavits of business associates in New York, 
and the millionaire theory is not being urged, 
as it effects each of the leading candidates 
equally. Thomas stated tonight that he 
thought he was gaining ground in the estima- 
tion of the people of Ohio.

A LONDON SCHOOLHOUSE BURNED 


And Twenty-Seven Boys Smothered to Death 
—~Preparations Had Been Made for a 
Grand New Year's Fete. 


Lonpon, January 1.—The boys section of 
Papers’ school, in the district of Forest Gate, 
in connection with White Chapel and Popular 
Unions, took fire last night, while the inmates 
were asleep, and .was burned, with terrible re- 
sults, twenty-six of the boys, who were in the 
upper stories, being snffocated before they 
could be rescued. Fifty- eight other boys were 
safely taken from the burning building amid 
terrible excitement. Two of the matrons of 
the institution escaped in safety by 

SLIDING DOWN THE WATER PIPES. 

Several of the boys escaped in the same way. 

The superintendent of the school rushed 


| through the flames repeatedly and brought out 


a mumber of inmates. There were 600 persons 
in the institution. The bodies of those who 
were suffocated were carried to the main hall 
of the building, »swhich was still profusely 
decorated with Christmas greens. The fire 
wags started by the overheated stove.

evéning in the highest spirits, having been

he scenesin the main hall, where the bodies 
of the dead boys lie, are harrowing. Relatives 
and school--fellows of those who perished are 
loud in their lamentations. 
HOW THE FIRE ORIGINATED, 

Further reports of the fire show that it origi- 
nated in the clothing room beneath the boys’ 
dormitory. The smoke and flames issuing 
from the stove tiue alarmed tnose sleeping on 
the top floor, and they made their escape. The 
fire engines were promptly on the scene. The 
employes of the adjacent railway station 
rushed to the scene and rendered valuable aid. 
The cries of the boys who were unable to es- 
cape were terrible. The bodies of the two 
boys were badly burned, but it is believed that 
they were suffocated before they were burned. 
The ages of the boys are from seven 10 twelve 
years.

Another poignant source of regret for 
her majésty fs that she loses interesting souvenirs of 
her children, especially of her son, who died at the 
age of twelve. Napoleon I. resided for some time 
in this palace, but it has since been much enlarged 
and improved.

The Augusta Chronicle’s interesting con- 


tribution to the literature of ‘‘La Grippe:”’ 

It is estimated that one-half the civilized world 
has gone to bed with a sneeze and beadache. 

The grip is not confined to filthy or unfayored lo- 
calities, It knocks with ‘‘equal pace at the palace 
and the cottage gate.”” The Russian influenza 
seems to be spreading, aithough it is doubt- 
fal whether it has really reached 
this ceuntry. The “Russian influenza’ 
of 1889 does not appeartobeessentially different 
from the “Tyler grip’ of 1843 It was quick in 
taking hold, and disappeared almost as suddenly 
asitcame. It was not a fatal disease, nor does the 
present influenza seem to be dangerous. It seldom 
runs for more than five days, and often leaves its 
victim within three. 

In the Medical Journal for July, 1870, Dr. W. H. 
Doughty. of Augusta, bad an article on ‘“Climato- 
a, ey D'sease.’’ It wasin the fall of 1857. in the 
midst of a dry, dusty term, which extended to the 
equinoctial period, under the penetrating influence 
of a cold northeast wina that blew tothe end of Sep- 
tember, an epidemic influenza visited suddenly the 
city of Augusia, prostrating hundreds and even 
thusands in avery short time. Whole 
families were taken in a few days, the di- 
rect attacks being sometimes complicated with 
suffocative catarrh, It wenitas it came, quickly, 
levying silent hearthstones io monument the nu- 
merous Vacant chairs left as the footprints of its 
fearful irruption. Whatcculd be more unnatural 
or essentially foreign to this climate at such a sea- 
son and under the circumstances precedent? It 
was like some fierce Euroclydon in its d:sastrous

AN INTERESTING PAPER. 


A Scientific Contribution that Will Create a 
Stir in Geological Circles. 


WASHINGTON, January 1.—Colonel Gar 
rick Mallery, of the Smithsonian Institution, 
who is recognized as an authority on Indian 
traditions, religions and languages, has just 
completed a contribution toscience that is 
likely to cause considerable stir in the 

eological circles. It isentilled ‘‘Israelite and 
Taaien : a Parallel in Planes.of Culture,’’ and 
was written for the American Asso- 
ciation for the Advancement of Science, 
of which he is the vice president and 
chief of the anthropological section. In 
this report Colonel Mallery overthrows and 
completely demolishes a popular and almost 
universal theory that all the savage tribes of 
America, before their contact with civiliza- 
tion, had a formulated and established relig- 
ious faith, believed in a single Supreme Be- 
ing a future life and a system of rewards and 

unishments after death. This theory, which 
as been accepted and disseminated by re- 
ligious missionaries of all denominations 
among the Indians, has been the chief 
link to connect them with the pre- 
historic races of the Mosaic era, and at the 
same time has been used to demonstrate that 
man’ as a creature, however ignorant or de- 
graded, was divinely inspired with a revela~ 
tion or an instinct that recognized the one su- 
reme being, the immortality of the soul and 
10pe of happiness or fear of misery aiter 
death, accordingly as his early lite Was spent. 

Colone} Mallery reports that after years of 
investigation into. the traditions of all the 
North American tribes, representing fifty- 
eight linguistic stocks and more than 300 lan- 
guages, he has been forced tothe conclusion 
that the aborigines had no such instinet and 
no such religious belief until after contact with 
European civilization, when they gained it 
from the missionaries. These missionaries, he 
says, were imbued with the dogma, and sought 
and therefore found evidence of one primeval 
faith, but yrere misicd by their own enthu- 
siasm. He vontinues: 

‘‘After careful examination, with the assist- 
ance of explorers and linguists, I reassers my 
statement that no tribe or body of Indiang,be- 
fore missionary influence entertained any for- 
mulated or distinct belief in a single oyer- 
ruling ‘great spirit,’ or any being that corres- 
ponded tothe Christian conception of God. 
But I freely admit, with even greater empha- 
sis, that an astounding number of customs of 
the North American Indians are the same as 
those recorded of the ancient Israelites.”’ 

He tells, too, of the experience of W. W. 
Warren, who translated Bible history for the 
Ojibway nation, and was invariably met 
with the remark from the native priests: ‘“‘This 
book must be true, for our ancestors have told 
us simlar stories, generation after genera- 
tion, since the world was new,” and only 
last year, when a well informed chief of the 
Muskokis was being questioned as to the re- 
ligious myths and legends of his tribes, he re- 

lied: ‘‘They areallinthe Old Testament. 

Vecan read them there without the trouble 
of taking them down from our people.”’ 

Colonel Mallory also argues that it is useless 
to attempt to Christianize the Indians until 
after they haye been civilized. 


JEFFERSON DAVIS’S ARTICLE. 


Andersonville and Northern War Prisons 
Compared—A Paper Not Before Published. 


New YorkK, January 1.—One of the last 
essays from the pen of Jefferson Davia was on ‘'An- 
dersonville and Other War Prisons.’’ It was writ- 
ten last summer forthe North American Review, 
but, in consequence of what Mr. Davis character- 
ized as the mutilation of hisreply to Lord Wolse- 
ley, by the editor of the Review, he withdrew it 
from that periodical and gave it to Belford’s Maga- 
zine, in the January number of which the first part 
of it appears. 

The factsgiven by Mr. Davis are divided into 
three groups. The first group are designed to show, 
while no attempt is made to deny the existence of 
greatand enediess sufferings, yet that they were 
not owing to any fault of the confederate author- 
ities, and that, contrary to the common belief at 
the north, neither the sufferings northe mortality 
among the federal captured soldiersin confederate 
prisons, were so great as the sufferings and morta!- 
ity among the confederate prisoners in federal 
prisons. The article says; . 

“It must be conceded that the northern states are 
more generally healthy than the southern, 


Then, with equal means and gare in providing for 
the prisoners, it follows that thé rate of mortality 
should have been as the salubrity of the country. 
It may be prestimed that all were ‘on duty’ when 
captured, and the average of the wounded amon 
the prisoners about the same; therefore that al 
wereina condition to be benefitted by rest and 
proper treatment in a favorable locality. What 
was the result? According to the reports ofthe 
United States war depirtment the relative num- 
bers of prisoners and death were in round numbers: 
United States prisoners held: by the con- 

federacy ee cece oy 270,000 
Confederate prisoners held by: the United

‘*From this it appe derates, with 
an excess of 50,000 prisoners, bad 4,000 fewer deaths. 
This should not have been the case if the means of 
providing for them had beeu equal; but in every 
material respect—in food, in clothing, in shelter, in 
medicine, in surgical instruments, and all which 
free commerce contributes—the north had greatly 
the advantage. Only one element remains to ac- 
count for the difference—care for the defenseless; 
and this, inthe depths of our destitution, never 
ceased, as the world will appreciate whenever ims 
partial history sball render the justice which con- 
tem porary prejudice and passion have denied.”’ 

Mr. Davis briefly reviews the different and earnest 
efforts he made to exchange prisoners, and even to 
permit the medicines needed to treat federal pris- 
oners to be introduced, solely for their use and in 
charge of federal agents who should distribute 
them; and he tells how every offer was rejected— 
even the petition of a committee of Andersonville 
prisoners who were paroled to go to Washington to 
present their complaints, at the request of the priss 
oners themselves.

‘ Ortginators Inte Difficulties—The Créd- 
itors Want Their Moncey. 


The walking Match industry has received a 
tiow from which it will probably never re- 


cover. 

The last contest of speed and endurance at 
the Gate City Guard armory did not prove the 
financial success that was anticipated and now 
almost everybody who wasin any way con- 
cerned in the affair is seeking the remunera- 
tion to which fifty-three hours of incessent toil 
entitled them. The only pay, however, that 
they are likely to receive is the approbration of 
their own consciences for work well done. 

The conception ot the scheme, and the way 
it was carried through, is a revelation of what 
enterprise can do. After the female walking 
inatch was over three young men conceived 
the brilliant idea of making a sudden -fortune 
by inaugurating a walking match for gentle- 
men. These three Napoleons of finance were 
Mr. Vandervere, of New Orleans, with a cap- 
ital stock of fifteen cents; Mr. Gress, of At- 
lanta, who risked $5, and Mr. Jobnson, of 
Atlanta, who also embarked the sum of $5 in 
the scheme. 

The Centennial hall was not good enough 
and they therefore 
engaged the Guards’ armory hall ata rental of 

and agreed to pay 
20 more tor the services of a doorkeeper and 
ticket seller, Mr. Gress giving his $5 as secur- 
ity. The hall being engaged the next move 
was to boom the match. For this purpose ad- 
vertising contracts amounting to $20 were 
made, and dne notice that a walking match 
was to be held appeared in print. 

The only other absolute necessity to be pro- 
vided was the walkers, and for this purpose 
Messrs. Barker, Lucas and Praeter, the moun- 
tain wonder, were engaged. The three man- 
agers were each to receive one-third of the 

rofits so they felt justified in promising $15 

o each walker. To make the affair 
more imposing, the three principals jalso 
entered the race. 

Christmas evening was the time appointed 
for it to begin, and when the word go was 
given some fifty people lifted up their voices 
and shouted encouragement to the pedestrians. 
Holmes’s band had also been engaged at 
thirty dollars for fifty-two hours, and the en- 
spiriting strains of the music made everybody 
feel happy except the three managers. They 
were paralyzed by the smallness of the crowd, 
and for the first time the magnitude of the 
liabilities they had assumed loomed up before 
them. 

Beginnivg with the first night disaster fol- 
lowed disaster in quick succession until on 
Friday night, when the match closed, the three 
great organizers realized that their capital of 
$10.15 was irretrivably lost. 

For a time on Thursday night they saw day- 
light ahead but their hopes were Ts 
overthrown when Mr. Bernier, the shrew 
door watcher, discovered that the same tickets 
were being used several times. 

The armory had kept an eye on the gate re- 
ceipts and refused to give them up until the 
amount of the rent had been handed over. 
Only one day remained when this payment 
had been made, but the managers still hoped 
to have some profits to divide, as they ex- 
pected a big crowd to witness the close. 

When the clock struck 11 Friday night and 
the cash was balanced, they found themselves 
possessed of. $35.50, while their liabilities were 
$110, 

The three mon who had stayed on the track 
for fifty-two hours were the first to demand 
their pay.

And Progress—The Sew e and Water- 
Works System— Both ons of Impor« 
tance to Be Settled by Two Elections. 


Atlanta men that are Atlanta men are dis- 
tinguished the world over forthe enthusiasm 
and peréistency with which they talk up their 
home. « 

Atlanta men that have drifted into other 
towns can be distinguished almost as readily 
by the Atlanta fashion in which they talk up 
their adopted homes. 

An illustration of the latter statement is 
Editor W. W. Turner,of the Albany News and 
Advertiser. Heisan old Atlanta boy, and 
has scores of friends here. He was talking to 
&@ crowd yesterday in the Kimball rotunda. 

“You never saw a town growso before. They 


are all pulling together, and pulling in dead 
It’s a boom that’ll make Albany 


earnest, too. 
the biggest town south of Atlanta, in Georgia, 
inside of five years. You watch what I tell 
you.” 

The editor waited for his general remark to 
take full effect, and then branched off into 
particulars. 

“The first step taken was the action of the 
city council in ordering an election for the 
issuance of $20,000 bonds to build a system of 
sewerage throughout the city. That election 
was ordered for December 16th. In the con- 
sideration of the sewerage question, the subject 
of waterworks was naturally broughtin. The 
city has no public system of waterworks, but 
is supplied by water from artesian wells, 
owned by private parties, who lay 
their pipes through the _ streets cCar- 
rying water to private residences and stores, 
and vielding them handsome incomes from 
this source alone. At the same time, they pay 
no tax whatever on their pipes laid in the 
streets, | 

This watersupply would be inadequate 
for a system of sewerage, and the city council 
was called upon to order an electiondor the 
issuance of bonds for erection of a public sys- 
tem of waterworks. 

This opened at once a bitter fight between 
the waierworks and anti-waterworks factions, 
the latter being composed largely of the private 
well-owners, who derive handsome incomes 
from their wells, 

There was a municipal ticket then in the 
field for mayor and councilmen for the ensu 
ing year, but the people determined 
to carry these measures of public advancement, 
met in mass meeting, and nominated what was 
known as the waterworks ticket. At thecity 
election in December, this ticket was elected 
overwhelmingly. 

The anti-waterworks faction by this were 
made more bitter, and many of them who had 
wade a demand of the city for sewerage openly 
announced their opposition to this measure, 
and on December 16th, in the sewerage elec- 
tion, they fought it bitterly. A two-thirds 
vote of the qualified voters of the city voting 
‘For bonds,’’ was necessary to carry this elec- 
tion and it failed, lacking nine votes of the 
necessary two thirds, | 

This, though, was not a defeat, as the agita- 
tion of the waterworks question had drawn 
the attention of the voters from the sewerage 
election which was very quiet and aroused 
very little interest. 

The council at its next meeting promptly 
ordered another election on the sewerage ques- 
tion for l’ebruary 3, 1860, and in the meantime 
the city is being stirred from one end to the 
other over the waterworks election which 
occurs on next Mondav, January 6th. 

“It is believed by the majority of the citi- 
zens that the waterworks election will be car- 
ried, although the water crowd has a_ hard 
fighttomake. The city, in ordering the elec- 
tion for, issuing bonds .for waterworks made 
the amount sufliciently large to not only 
erect a system of waterworks but to indemnify 
the well-owners in any loss they may sustain 
thereby. 

“Captain Ed L. Wight, who owns a well 
and who supplies more consumers than*any 
other well-owner, his income from this souree 
alone amonnting to about twenty-five hun- 
dred dollars a year, most magnanimously 
came out in favor of waterworks, and in case 
the city erects its own system this income will 
cease. He has been heartily commended by 
the people for his public spirit, and has made 
sceres of friends by his manly and unselfish 
position on this question. 

In case the waterworks election 
carried by the water crowd next 
Monday, the city council will  or- 
der another election in thirty days and every 
succeeding thirty days until the question is 
carried. lit will be the same way with sewer- 
age. | 

Other citiés are going ahead building pub- 
lic improvements, and the enterprising citi- 
zens of Albany are determined that the arte- 
sian city shall keep pace with them, although 
there are some old fogies and moss backs there 
who are trying to keep it back.”’

| ‘Whe Czar ana His Future. 

The discovery of another plot of the ni- 
hilists against the czar brings out the true 
story of his recent illness. 

It was announced a few days ago that his 
majesty was suffering from a return of the 
influenza. The facts do not sustain this 
statement. The czar was in good health, 
but one day immediately after dinner he 
was taken with violent pains in the stomach.

Threatened men live long, isan old say- 
ing. Butit does not comfort the czar. The 
men who have sworn to smite him down are 
determined and merciless. Year after year 
they go smiling to Siberia or the scaffold, 
rejoicing in their martyrdom. They know 
that sooner orlater their eath-bound com- 
rades will do their murderous work, 

The czar has but one hope. He sees a 
possibility of escape in aforeign war. When 
all of Russia’s{resources are massed for an 
aggressive onslaught Constantinople must

fall, England’s empire in the east will be 


shattered, and the Napoleonic prophecy 
that Europe will become all cossack will be 
in a fair way to be realized. 

Doubtless such a stupendous crusade of 
conquest would carry along with its flaming 
tidal wave the plotters who are now trying 
to strike at the heart of Russia. A suecess- 
ful foreign war with glory and plunder for 
its object generally allays discontent at 
home. The trouble is that such a war is 
not yet in sight.

LETTERS FROM THE PEOPTLE. 


A Card from Ex-Governor Bullock. 


Epirors CONSTITUTION: Your strong edi- 
torial calling on our people to “stand . by the law,”’ 
and similar editorial advice in other leading news- 
papers of the state, are very cheering, 

The message to the nation which the brilliant and 
lamented Grady laid down his life to deliver, will 
have been in vain if unlawitul, murderous, 
and cowardly treatment of colored citizens is 
not condemned by the controlling elements in the 
communities where these outrages have occurred; 
and such measures taken by them as will prevent 
the possibility of repetition. 

The files of your valued paper bear witness that 
on all proper occasions Ihave urged upon my 
party that the equal rights of the negro as a citizen 
could best be maintained by leaving the issue with 
the people who make up the communities of which 
the black man is an integral part. 

The growing dispusition by conservative republi- 
cans to accept this plan—a disposition which was 
quickened into active life by Grady’s great speech 
in Boston—is now checked and well- nigh dispelled 
by the recent occurences which good people 
here, as elsewhere, deplore. But something more 
than regret is netessary. Active steps must be 
taken at once to make prevention effective. 

We are disposed to hug the delusion that there is 
no authority for the general government to inter- 
fere with state affairs. This is a dangerous 
mistake. Such interference would be a 
great misfortune to us, but the  author- 
ity for it is ample It will be 
our own fault if we don’t see to it that there is no 
occasion. Those representing the property ana in- 
teilgence of our organized communities must take 
prompt and comprehensive measures to satisfy the 
country at large that these issues are safe with us. 

If, in tbe opinion of congress, a_ state 
government fails to maintain a republican 
form of government with equal protection 
to the life and property ofall its citizens, it would 
not only be its right, but its duty to take “by appro- 
priate legislation” action to secure it. 

There has not been a legislature assémbled in 
Georgia since 1871 where any attention has been 
paid to the political disabilities imposed by the 
constitution of the United States, 

Would it not be a fair inquiry whether there was 
a valid state government, when its legislature ig- 
nored a part of the constitution its members were 
sworn to support? Would not the fact be claimea 
as evidence that “the state” was not a legal! organi- 
zation, and therefore not worthy to be trusted with 
other national requirements? 

The sooner the supremacy of law is im- 
pressed upon the violent and irresponsible elements 
among us, and thatthe black citizen is entitied 
under the law toalland every public right of any 
other citizen, the better for us al), 

The voi¢e of the press will be heeded by the peo- 
pie, and I hope its teaching will continug in the di- 
rection of maintasning the supremacy of law.

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SOILE OF THOSE WHICH WENT INTO 
ws EFFECT YES TERDAY 
F ill in the 
Among Them, Captain Gordon's B 
Interest of Employes—The Oyster Laws 
and the Law Regulating Hours of Labor, 


For several weeks many law-abiding citizens 
bave been making themselves liable to prose- 
cution by transgressing the state ordinances. 

They had, however, noidea that they were do 
ing so as the laws they broke haye not yet been 
published except in pamphlet form, and many 
of the judges aud lawyers are no better posted 
on the acts of the last legislature. 

Yesterday many laws repealing old ones and 
making new ones, went into effect, and it may 
well be that inadvertantly many people may 
make themselves liable. Among the public 
laws that went into effect were several of 
great importance. 

HELPING WORKING WOMEN. 

Act No. 609 is one of interest to all females 
who are employed in shops, factories or mer- 
cantile establishments. The law requires all 
persons or corporations employing fermales to 
provide suitable seats for them, and to permit 
their use when not necessarily engaged in 
the active duties for which they are employed. 
A fine of not less than ten dollars, or more 
than twenty-five dollars, is imposed for each 
violation of the law. 

AS TO WEIGHERS. 

Act No. 643 amends section 1599 of the code 
and provides that salesmen or weighers of 
cotton or any other produce must be sworn and 
that they may make a deduction for wet such as 
may be reasonable, when the seller or his agent 
consent. A tare must also be allowed for jute 
and cotton bagging. The weigher, in tender- 
ing a true account, must state the gross weight 
of each bale, bag or package and also the num- 
ber of pounds deducted for bagging and fast- 
nings, and the net weight. 

THE OYSTER LAW. 

Act No. 298 repeals certain sections of the 
code, and makes it unlawful.to catch oysters 
from May Ist to August 3ist. It provides for 
the manner in which oysters shall be taken— 
makes it unlawful to use scoop, rake, drag or 
dredge in certain waters. Oyster beds in 
creeks and rivers not exceeding 150 feet in 
width are private property, and all leases must 
be recorded. 

PUT UP FIRE ESCAPES. 

Act No. 610 requires owners of buildings 
more than two stories in height, not including 
the basement, used in the third or higher 
stories as a factory or .workshop, to provide 
more than one way of egress from each story. 
Six months is allowed for owners of buildings 
to make the required alterations, and if the 
work is not done by that time, the proprietor 
will be guilty of a misdemeanor and shall be 
liable toa fine of not less than twenty-five 
normore than one huudred dollars; but for 
the second offence, after having received 
written notice, the proprietor shall be liable 
tothe same fine for each month that jhe 
neglect continues. 

THE ELEVEN-HOUR LAW. 
- Act No. 599 regulates the hours’ of labor 
which shall be required of all operatives em 
ployed in cotton or woolen manufacturing 
and makes it 
unlawful.to require more than eleven hours’ 
work from any one. The lawstates that all 
contracts shall be void where a longer time of 
labor is required, and a penalty is imposed for 
enforcing such contracts. Any person making 
a contract which will require more than eleven 
hours work, or any person having knowledge 
of such a cenatract, is competent to institute 
suit against the manufacturer guilty of violat- 
ing the law, and the amount recovered asa 
forfeiture shall go to the benefit of the board 
of education of the county in which the viola- 
tion occurs. 
THERE ARE OTHERS. 

Besides the above laws there are many 
others of great importance which either went 
into force yesterday or will dosoduring the 
next few weeks. These laws, however, have 
not as yet been printed, and until it is done, 
the citizens of Georgia will be obliged to con- 
tinue in their old ways, and if they chance to 
violate the law uo one will probably be any 
the wiser. 


STATE NEWS BRIEFED. 


——The Thomasville Times reports a horse 
theft. Some time early Saturday morning a horse 
was stolen from Hon. A. T. MeIntyre’s place, near 
Aucilla P. O., which is about eighteen miles from 
Thomasville. Monday Cummings tried to trade 
the horse to negroes in Wray’s district at avery low 
price, but the negroes suspecting that something 
was wrong, represented to him that they would 
have tocome to town to secure the money and 
other articles named in the trade, and persuaded 
Cummings to accompany them, They then sent 
word to Sheriff Hurst to meet them, which he did, 
a sbort distance from town. Cummings, in his 
statement, implicated others. 


——The gin house of Mr. Oslin Baker, a 
farmer, on the old G@-eenfield road, near McDonald, 
about sixteen miles from Thomasville, was set on 
fire one day last week and entirely consumed, with 
its contents, consisting of sced from about eighteen 
bales of cotton, besides an assortment of farming 
tools, The incendiary is known, and will be 
caught,

chapel, at Grovertown, were conducted last Suuday 
by Rev. John Goss, of Augusta.

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MR. AARON HAAS HAS A WORD TO 
SAY ON THE SUBJECT. 


He Has Jast Returned from a Tour of In- 
spection of Electrical Railways—One 
that Pieases Him. 

“It won’t be‘ long—you may depend upon 
that.” : 

Mr. Aaron Haas, of the Union Street Rail- 
way company, returned Tuesday afternoon 
from a tour of inspection of the street car ser- 
vice in different northern cities and he was 
discussing the subject of rapid transit with 
several friends yesterday. 

“Yos,” he continued, ‘‘you may count upon 
one thing above all others—that it won’t be 
long before we have rapid transit on all our 
lines. But the Union company does not pro- 
pose to go into anything blindly. We expect 
to look the field-over thoroughly and then get 
the very best thing that money can buy.” 

“You looked into the different systems?” 

‘Yes, I saw everything that was to be seen. 
Three or four weeks ago I was very strongly 
in favor of the overhead wire system of elec 
tric cars, though some of the stockholders in 
our company were opposed to it on the ground 
that it had not been proven a commercial suc- 
cess. Still I was anxious to get rapid transit, 
and favored that system as furnishing the 
only solution to the problem. Now I’ve 
changed——’’ 

“You're against the wires ?”’ 

“No, not exactly ; but the fact is I think I’ve 
found something better.”’ 

Mr. Haas went on to tell of his visit to Phil- 
adelphia, New York, Boston and other cities. 

‘In Philadelphia I examined the cars run 
by the storage battery system. The cars seemed 
to run well but the manufacturers are not sat- 
isfied yet and say so. Then I went to New 
York and examined the car run on the Fourth 
avenue line. There is only one car run on the 
line and that for only four hours a day. The 
company which operates that car contracted 
for a number of cars for the other linesin New 
York city but it struck me as [ talked to the 
mangers that they were not altogether satis- 
fied with their car. The greatest objection I 
found to it,. however, was. the fact 
thatit has to be recharged at the end of every 
trip.’’ 

‘Now, here,’’ Mr. Haas continued, produc- 
ing the photograph of what seemed to be an 
ordinary street car, with some sortofa com- 
partment at the bottom, ‘‘is by all odds the 
most satisfactory thing I found anywhere, and 
I mustsay I like it very much. That car 
is manufactured by the Union Car 
Manufacturing company, of Boston, 
whose works are at Amesbury, 
Mass. Thecar I saw is being successfully op- 
erated on aroad three miles long,running from 
Danvers, Mass. Like our roads, that one is all 
up and down hill. When I spoke of the hilly 
features of Atlanta’s roads to the Philadel- 
phia and New York manufacturers they shook 
their heads, but here I found a storage battery 
being run with success on just such roads.” 

‘‘Aren’t the cars very heavy ?”’ 

“They weigh about sixtons. Ourstreet cars 
are very light, but other electric cars are as 
heavy asthese. But there are other features 
of this system which struck me. The cars are 
built torun ten milesan hour aud will run 
thirty miles without being recharged. That 
would make it necessary for each of our cars 
to be recharged twice each day. This does not 
delay matters to any extent; all that is done 
is to take out one battery and put in another— 
the work of a very few minutes.’} 

Somebody in the party suggested possible 
danger. 

“There’s notatall that I can see,’’ said Mr. 
Haas. ‘The car seems to be a great success, 
and [ would not be surprised if the Atlanta 
lines give it atrial. But we're going to. take 
our time about deciding for the whole system, 
All electricicians are working to perfect the 
storage battery, and I believe this will prove 
the solution to the rapid transit question. 


Have Reasonto Be Grateful: The conduc'ors and 
motor men on the Fulton county railroad are greatly 
assisted in their duties by the kind hearted ladies 
who iive along the line. Every time bad weather 
sets in some of the ladies send out bowls of hot 
coffee, and the men gay thatin cold, wet weather 
like that of yesterday it enablesthem to attend to 
their work with comparatively little suffering.

‘A FAMILY IN JAIL 
THE REMARKABLE STORY OF THE 
BONE MURDERERS. 


Father, Mother, Sons, Daughter and Rela 
tives All Behind the Bare After Years of 
Crime Committed of Various Degrees. 


The Bone family is behind the bars. 

The dving year did one righteous deed for 
Atlanta when, in the last codicil of its will and 
testament, it placed this family out of the 
reach of evil doing. 

Yesterday moruing, just before the coroner's 
jury adjourned, one of the most dramatic 
scenes in the criminal records of Atlanta was 
presented. 

The entire family was brought face 
to face with the twelve men who 
were to give the verdict as to their guilt or 
innocence of the crowning crime of the story 
of iniquity that has marked the career’ of. this 
remarkable family. 

They were ranged in seats along the railing 
in front of the recorder’s desk. Old man Jim 
Bone wore the same ex pression~+half cunning, 
half stupid—that marked his features during 
the entireinyestigation. By his sidesat Jessie 
Bone, his daughter, and near her sat Ella 
Twilly, the girl who turned state’s evidence 
and saved berself. 

Old Mrs. Bone, and her sister, Mrs. Bucka- 
lew, were on old man Bone’s right with his 
little son Lem between; aud beyond them was 
Jim, the eldest of the lot. 

Ella Twilly’s actions showed how com- 
pletely terrorized she had _ been, for 
sho glanced neryously around as 
she repeated the story that implicated the 
other mémbers of the family in: the dark crime 
which the old man had confessed to being the 
principal actor. 

IN THE BOSOM OF His FAMILY 


the old man began to repeat the tragic story ° 


ofthe killing. As he began, his daughter 
turned her piercing black eyes fuil upon him, 
and the expression that came over her dead 
white face was one of inexpressible scorn and 
contempt. Forthe timeshe seemed trans- 
ferred into averitable fury, and looked as 
though shecould have torn him limb from 
limb. 

But she betrayed no emotion otherwise, 
Never a word or the qniver of a lip indicated 
her feelings, and when he ended she simply 
glanced around at the assembled crowd, like 
a caged animal ready toresent every word or 
look. 

Mrs. Bone, hardened by many a petty crime, 
and by such suffering as callous hearts like 
hers could feel, kept her face in her handker- 
chief, and old Mrs. Buckalew bent forsward 
and sat dry-ecyed throughout the rehearsal. 

Jim and Lem both appeared as indifferent 
as they ever did when brought before the re- 
corder for the violation of some city ordinance. 

But Busbee’s face was a study. He had 
tried to play the fool all night, and now that 
he saw the shadows of coming events 
that boded ill to his futuro, he 
writhed and squirmed in a way that 
would have made ,.the leading portrait 
forone of the immortal word paintings of 
Charles Dickens. It was a grotesque and un 
usual scene, and even the jurors breathed 
freer when the seance was en ied. 

A NERVOUS THRILL 
passed over the breathless assembly, who had 
been hanging on every word and look, when 
they heard the confused tramp of many feet 
coming up the stairway. 

Men in the audience half rose in their seats, 
and jurors turned their faces anxiously to- 
ward the door, for all thought that 
the news. of the first confession had 
gone abroad and that the avengers were at 
hand. 

Tramp, tramp, tramp, they came up the 
stairway, butas the policeman at the door 
seemed unconscious of any impending danger, 
a general sigh of relief went up from the 
crowd. 3 : 

“Tt is only the evening watch coming off of 
duty,”’ cried one who was accustomed to that 
unearthly uproar. 

SENT TO JAIL. 

Yesterday the family was sent to jail. 

With one exception. 

That was Chalmers Bone, the seven-year - 
old boy; youngest and nearst innocent of the 
family. 

The police have decided long ago that all 
the good Bones were dead Bones. But this 
little fellow is too young to be very wicked. 
He was left alone in the home when Mrs. Bone 
was carried to the stationhouse,. and’ he 
slept sweetly, although the house was lonely 
and dark, and all the doors locked around him. 
When the coroner’s jury madea verdict, the 
police sent for him, andhe was kindiv taken 
in charge by the officers of the department. ° 

Old map Bone, Jim and Lem with Busbee, 
were assigned to cells in Fulton county jail, 


_ slong side the other prisoners, but the women 


were carried upstairs to the female apartinents 
of the prison. 

None of them expressed any particular re- 
gret, and all seemed totake it as a simple 
matter of course. The maleg mixed and min- 
gled with the other prisoners, with many of 
whom they were well acquainted. The wom- 
en seemed contented, and did not offer any 
expostulation whatever. 

THE FAMILY HISTORY. 

In 1832, James C. Bone was born in Clarke 
county, Georgia. Afterhe grew to manhood, 
he married Clara Busbee, of South Carolina. 
In 1853 he came to Aijlanta, and has lived 
here eyer since, rearing a brood that has 
proved the terror of Rhodes street and the 
vexation of the police. The old man ran as 
conductor on the Georgia railroad for sixteen 
years. Heserved as baggagemaster for five; 
and in his old age has been.a watchman at 
various crossings in the city. 

He looks all that he is. 

His face has a sort of hyena expre3sion, 
which is built up by the furtive glance of his 
eyes that set at angles in his weatherbeaten 

ace. 

All the children inherit those eyes like pho- 
tographs from one negative. The fouter cor- 
ners are elevated above the inner ones, giving 
them the.bird-of-prey expression peculiar to 
the race. P 

Heretofore the old man has not been a peace 
breaker, but he has only kept in the back- 
ground while the younger members cut up 
their devilment. 

Old Mrs. Bone is fifty years old, anda tigress 
in disposition. She has proven herself the 
cherishing niother of the toughest brood that 
ever infested Atlanta. She is as familiar with 
profane expressionsas she is with the faces of 
the policemen. She has been a habitue of the 
recorder’s court for mahy years, and not only 
has she encouraged her own children in vice, 
but inculcated into every unfortunate young- 
ster that came in contact with her, the same 
principles. 

Her sister, Mrs. Buckalew, is five years her 
junior, and isan invalid. She has but one 
child, and that is a son who is in New York. 

THE ELDEST SON 
is James H. Bone, a man of thirty. His record 
is marked in emphatic letterson the police 
records of Atlanta. Ella Twilly was betraved 
by him, and brought to his father’s home, 
where she became a sort of drudge for the rest 
of the family. 

_Lem Bone is a newsboy, and has been iden- 
tified with more petty offenses than almost 
any boy of his age in Atlanta. He is fifteen 
in years, and ages in iniquity, 

W. B. Busbee is a brother-in-law of the 
family. His red movstache partially shading 
the long protrnding upper teeth, give him a 
rather ridiculous look, but he has shown him- 
self as cunning as he is i]l-favored. 

Jessie Bone is seventeen years old, now, but 


many people remember her as an apple vender, | 


in rags and tatters, who haunted the streets of 
Atlanta but a few years ago. She was noto— 
rious as being the roughest ragamuffin 
in the city, and was «the tease and 
torment of the various places of public resort. 
Her sharp tongue was pointed with obscenity 
and profanity, and many.a dignified gentle- 
man has been thrown off his balance ‘by some 
cutting retort from her. For two or three 
years she has been lost sight of, and péople 
fondly hoped that they were rid of her forever. 
She grew to womanhood, and with no abate- 
ment of her wicked ways, she bécame learned 
in the deeper science of iniquity. One look at 
her bloodless face'and those jet black eyes, 


| with their wild expression, would convince any 


| aboutthe Ist Janary, next. 
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any means to gain the desired ends. 

LAST BUT NOT LEAST 
is Julius Bone, the slickest little rascal in At - 
lanta. He is the boy who but a few weeks 
ago watched a merchant open bis safe, caught 
and remembered the combination, and at 
dead of night returned and openedit. A 
long volume, with copious illustrations, could 
be written on this thirteen year-old alone. 

THE GRAND JURY 

will begin an investigation of the case Friday. 
Jf true bills are found the trial of the criminals 
will begin next week, and their fate will soon 
be decided.
